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(I I n session Commander James J. Humes advanced llie tliot>ry 

(hat the first shot entered the ..President's lx)d'; in the rear in the neck re-ion 
a ifew inches below the iiead and followed a pattern Ihrouuh the neck and exited 
in| tlic front without encountering any Lxone or other objects which slowed the ; - 

bullet to any de-ree. Commander Humes was of the opinion the bullet continued • 
ai]d struck Governor Connotl/y in the back on the rii]hl-hand side below the 
shoulder and exiled on the ri-ht-hand side of Governur ConnQlH^y in the chest srea 
Commander Humes slated that here a-ain, based on mccUcal reports received from 
ck]c ors in Texas who examined Governor Conncllp^-, the bullet met with no serious 
obstruction and passed llirouch the Ixidy, merely graxdng one of tiie rib bones 
Itiwas Commander Humes' opinion that the bullet from the first shot apparently 
l0|dpm‘d in some manner in the cloLhint; of Governor ConnoHpy and this bullet is-i 
tlip one which was found on the stretcher on which Governor Connpjl/^y was broitdit ■ 
to Parkland Hospital in Dallas, Texas. ' Commander Humes states tliis bullet w-as 
not damapmd in any way and it is for this reason he feels that the first shot definitely 
passed throupdi boUi tiie body of the president and Governor ConmHl/y. 

In explaining his fcelin-s concerning this theory, Commander Humes 
staled that anotlier shot is believed lo have hit the riglit wrist of Governor Connt'JP^- 
v,ath such an impact that it caused the bullet to break into many fragments and he 
noted that many fragments were found in the right wrist area of Governor Conn-'lltv 
as well as in the thigh of the left leg. '

Relative to the third shot which w'as fired, which based cm the photographic 
material available is believed lo be the one which hit the President's head, ■ .• 

Commander Humes ad.ised tlial llmre is no cuiesliun that (his luillet separated into 
many fragments upon impact and many fragments were found in the skull area of 
^ the President. He noted Lhat'one fragment had apparently struck the front ulnd.shield 
• fiom the inside ina.smuch as the examination of the windshield did detect some lead 
. deposit where an object limi .struck the inside of the wind.shield. Commander Humes 
staP'S Dial the fragment which struck the windshield could have been from this shot 
w Inch struck the Prc.sidonl's head or could have been a fragment from the shot which 
hit Governor ConnOll/y's wrist, ■ . 

_I he oilier diDclors present fiid not completely confirm the theory of Commandi’i 
Hume.s but fidt, based on their review of the piclure.s, noting the movomoiils of Gover- 
noi Comiull/y in the President's nulomoliilo aiKl tlie general location of the occupants 
in tiie car, that lliore was a i.'O.ssibility tlu.s tliC''!U'y wa.s ccu'rt^t. G'^ 

btaH memljers of tlie Commi.ssion gaVe no’indicaUon what'i^d.iUiun^ 
they planned imiaHve lo this theory. It is noted that anv comments made in the nasi bv 
the Durcau relative to lh,e .sliots that .struck tlio President and Governor Conr.oLb)y were
